Tobin said the employment out­ 
look for the Portsmouth labor m ar­ 
ket area has “ abruptly changed” 
with the decision by AEC to build 
its $1.2 billion U-235 plant in Pike 
County.

list resulted from a manpower sur­ 
vey of the area 
by the depart­ 
ment’s Bureau of Employment Se­ 
curity. 
In a detailed report on that sur­ 
vey, the bureau traced the area’s 
economic difficulties since the de­ 
pression.

‘‘PROBLEMS associated w i t h 
prosperity will come as a pleasant 
Velief to Portsmouth, whose econ­ 
omy has never recovered from 
severe blow’s sustained during the 
1930s,” the report said. 
“ The depression, although nation­ 
wide in scope, had a particularly 
severe effect in Portsmouth.” 
The bureau said the construction 
peak at the new’ A-plant probably 
will be reached two years from 
this month.

"The depression, although nation­ 
wide in scope, had a particularly 
severe effect in Portsmouth," 
The bureau said the construction

I have not only read the report of the Mc­ 
Carran Committee’s investigation into the 
Institute of Pacific Relations, but every 
word of the 14 volumes of testimony and 
all the documentary evidence attached to 
them. 
I should have imagined that Mr. Swope 
would have read all the evidence because 
the report leans over backwards in avoid­ 
ing prejudice, whereas the evidence, in 
detail, provides damaging proof of t h e 
complicity of officers and employees of the 
Institute in the Communist conspiracy. 
It is the utmost irresponsibility to speak 
of instances of “inappropriate conduct or 
poor judgment.” Men are responsible for 
their conduct; institutions are responsible j 
for the men they employ. This cannot be 
ducked on the assumption that it is pos­ 
sible for the best of us, as for the worst, to 
make mistakes. We usually have to pay for 
our mistakes.

Fifty bushel wheat yields 
p e r 
acre arc possible on most midwest­ 
ern farms if better fertilization and 
cultural methods are used. 
Agronomists 
point 
out 
such 
yields are regularly being grown on 
individual farms 
or via college- 
sponsored experiments. 
The soils men report that these 
y i e l d s can be obtained on m o s t 
farms when the soil’s fertility lev­ 


el has been built up so it can pro­ 
vide an abundant, easily-available 
supply of balanced nutrients for the 
| wheat plants. 
The statem ent cites a 5 - p o i n t 
program for boosting wheat yields, 
recently recommended by Dr. Ar­ 
nold Klemme, University of Mis­ 
souri extension specialist: 
1—Have a soil test made to de­ 
term ine what nutrients are need­ 
ed. Then add the right amount of 
fertilizer indicated by the tests. 
2—“ Accent the p o s i t i v e ” by 


building the soil’s reserves of min­ 
eral nutrients with phosphate and 
potash fertilizers. Reinforce t h i s 
mineral fertilization with heavy ap­ 
plications of nitrogen each 
year. 
Add a complete starter fertilizer at 
wheat seeding time. 
3—Plant a hardy, stiff-strawed 
wheat variety that will produce 
large heads with lots of kernels. 
4—Make a 
good, easily-worked 
seed bed. 
5—Plant enough seed to produce
